Fence-in any b eau ­ 
ty or b lessing in order to make 
su re that it b enefits you , and no­ 
b ody else, and you thereb y wall 
it ou t of you r own plot of life. 
Wasn’t that what the Master of 
life was trying to tell u s when 
He said: “He who sav es his life 
shall lose it; b u t he who loses his 
life shall find it.” 
The greatest joys and satisfac­ 
tions 
in life come indirectly. 
Some neighb or, calling ov er.to 
tell u s what ou r b lossoms hav e 
meant to her, prov ides more real 
lift for the sou l than all of the 
flowers which ev er cou ld open on 
ou r side where no other eyes, 
except ou rs, cou ld ev er see them. 
And sometimes it happens that 
one of the things for which we 
are most gratefu l to God is that 
there w*ere crev ices in the wall 
which ou r prize v ine fou nd—for 
withou t that accident of natu re 
w-e might nev er hav e discov ered 
the strategic significance of one 
of life’s greatest of tru ths.

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SALVO AGAINST SMOKING 
The last word has by no means been 
said as to a possible connection between 
cigarette smoking and deaths from lung 
cancer and coronary disease. The lay man 
is in no position to decide whether smoking 
is actually going to shorten his life. He 
can only take note of the warning flag 
raised by the results of sev eral studies 
made by reputable scientists in this coun­ 
try and abroad. 
The latest salv o in this continuing battle 
of studies and reports has just been fired 
by research ex perts working for the Ameri­ 
can Cancer Society . Their conclusions are 
based on a 44-month study of 18 8 ,000 
American men ranging in age from 50 to 
7 0. The medical history of these men was 
followed closely during the period of the 
study . Among the conclusions reached were 
these—that 
the 
coronary 
disease 
rate 
among cigarette smokers was from 7 0 to 
141 per cent higher than among non- 
smokers, and that the lung cancer death 
rate was 10 times higher among regular 
cigarette smokers than among those had 
nev er smoked. 
A scientific adv isory group sponsored by 
the tobacco industry promptly issued a 
statement maintaining that nothing as y et 
has been prov ed as to a link between cig­ 
arette smoking and higher-than-av erage 
death rates. Other critics, some of them 
eminent, also minimize the accuracy of the 
Cancer Society conclusions. 
In v iew of this disagreement in the ranks 
of science, no one can reasonably jump to 
conclusions about the harmfulness of smok­ 
ing. Smokers will just hav e to consider the 
arguments on both sides of the fence and 
then decide whether to go on smoking as 
much as ev er or taper off or quit entirely . 
In the meantime, there will hav e to be a lot 
more research before a definite answer 
can be produced.

* EXTRATERRITORIALITY 


The Girard case involves extraterritoriality, a 
very tricky and touchy sub ject. There was a time, 
after the opening of Japan b y Cb mmodore Perry 
(1853), that many foreign nations enjoyed extra­ 
territoriality on Japanese soil and the Japanese 
struggled valiantly to get rid of the system b y 
which foreigners governed themselves while liv­ 
ing in Japan. As late as when I came to Japan in 
19 20, in cities such as Yokohama, Kob e and Osaka 
there were memories of those days. 
E xtraterritoriality returned with the conq uest 
of Japan b y General Douglas M acA rthur b ut soon 
ended so far as foreign civilians are concerned. 
The American Army of Occupation b ecame an 
arm y to assist the Japanese to w ithstand Russian 
aggression and is now stationed there for that 
purpose. To avoid giving the impression of b eing 
an arm y of even partial occupation, the Status 
of Forces T reaty was applied in Japan. This treaty 
is wrong from every standpoint b ecause it imperils 
the lib erty and life of every American soldier sta­ 
tioned ab road in a country where the treaty ap­ 
plies. It is a b adly conceived and b adly w ritten 
treaty and can only produce a constantly lower­ 
ing morale in our armed services. 
There is no use for a W ashington official say­ 
ing that the foreign courts are b etter than ours 
or more lenient. That is not the issue at all. If 
an American soldier, in uniform, serving his coun­ 
try ab road, has violated regulations he is entitled 
to a court-m artial b y his own service and no sub ­ 
stitute will do. An American is to b e tried b y his 
peers, which in the original connotation m eant 
eq uals. As far as Japan is concerned, its adm inis­ 
tration of the law is sc different from anything 
an American knows and understands, that no 
m atter how lenient the courts may b e, the Amer­ 
ican soldier will not know w hat is happening to 
him. Besides, how much Japanese does Girard 
know? Can he understand what goes on in a Jap­ 
anese court?

has 
now 
b een clearly estab lished 
that 
G irards constitutional rights have b een sacrificed 
in order not to displease the leftist elements in 
Japan and other Asiatic countries who might kick 
up a row if this American soldier’s constitutional 
rights were preserved. Are we to sacrifice Ameri­ 
can lives to the agitation of the left wing ele­ 
m ents?

Who in the government of the United States 
ias the authority under the Constitution to de­ 
prive an American citizen of his rights as stated 
m the Constitution? Actually no one can do that. 
Tne President of the United States has no such 
authority; the Secretary of Defense has no such 
authority. If a soldier may b e deprived of his con­ 
stitutional rights b ecause it serves the m om entary 
politics of the State D epartm ent, why may not 
this newspaper b e shut down for calling K hrush­ 
chev a b um, or why may not Billy Graham b e 
arrested for preaching his particular dogma of 
C hristianity? 
These are not far-fetched examples. Actually 
when the Constitution is pushed aside to suit a 
tem porary policy, it can b e pushed aside for any­ 
thing or for everything.

“ Your account will be placed in the hands 
of the internal rev enue collection officer 
without further notice. Under the law' he 
may lev y on y our wages, salary or other 
income, or seize or sell y our property or 
rights to property to collect the amount.”

We have b een discussing the need 
for such estab lishm ents throughout the country 
j where a drug addict could b e adm itted and helped 
to cure. 
There are some people who feel the addict’s 
predicament is his own fault so he should b e left 
I to stew in his own juice. 
If this were true, it 
wouW also b e true that, after children have b een 
; warned not to cross the road, it should b e con- 
! sidered legitim ate sport to run them down, since 
it’s their own fault. O ur ancestors, who b ounced 
across the ocean in a sailing tub to b egin life in 
a hostile world, should certainly all have b een 
.killed. 
They had b een warned of the dangers, 
fortunately for us, they ignored the warnings. In 
| their case it was commendab le; in the case of the 
addicts it is not. 
However, the human race has 
within it that spirit of adventure and we are stuck 
with it. 
It b ehooves us to accept the lact and 
make the b est of it. 
These argum ents may appear weak to many 
b ut they are not weak to the mothers, fathers 
and other close relatives of the addict. 
In fact, 
they find it difficult to understand how' anyone 
can b e so b rutal as to b e indifferent in the face 
of their great emergency.

It should b e kept in mind that the 
lundam ental concept of this plan is that it will 
cost the pub lic less money than it would cost if 
the addict were either in jail or at large.

turns outlaw, or as soon after as possib le, is the 
most economical way of dealing with him There 
is no reason why the police should have to enter 
into the m atter a all. 
If the addict has not com­ 
m itted an offense, he should b e ab le to seek help 
from the institution in the same way he would if 
he had the money to enter a private institution 
It would relieve the police of many prob lem cases 
and the addicts whom the police do arrest would 
have no excuse. 
There are, of course, some addicts who were 
criminals b efore they b ecame addicts. 
Our prob ­ 
lem here is not the reclaiming of crim inals who 
have b ecome addicts b ut preventing addicts from 
b ecoming criminals. 
Çalmly awaiting for them 
lo b e arrested and cohvicted is not exactly the 
nght way to do it. 
It should b e rememb ered 
that rehab ilitation is easier when there is no 
stigm a of a conviction. 
Every long-term addict 
has w alked the streets tired, sick, despondent and 
hungry wondering when the human race will 
show the same hum anitarianism to drug ad­ 
dicts as it does to dogs and cats. Society has suc­ 
ceeded in raising the price of drugs to the addict 
to such exorb itant heights that he has nothing 
Je,? with which to pay for treatm ent of any kind. 
No we are morally ob ligated to take the next step 
and provide the facilities for his cure. SDoing so

This worry is reflected in the 
stock and b ond m arkets.

Instead they are b idding 
up the prices of common stocks 
b ecause, 
apparently,

P re­ 
dictions of w hat b usiness will b e 
spending in coming months for 
new' plants and eq uipment indi­ 
cate that the demand for funds 
will b e strong from that sector. 
Pick U p in Housing 
Building ot new homes is now 
at the highest rate of the year so 
far. This isn’t a b oom b y any 
means, and the total for the year 
is expected to b e notab ly b elow 
the 1.100,000 units b uilt in 19 56. 
But the pick up in housing starts 
in May encourages some b uilders 
to feel that the slide off reached 
its low' point earlier this year and 
that home b uilding may now at 
least level off if not advance. 
The auto industry isn’t as spec­ 
tacularly prosperous as it would 
like, or as it was in 19 55. But it 
is making and selling a sizab le 
numb er of cars — some m akers 
have increased their sales over 
last year. 
Machine-Makers Hopeful 
Rains in the drouth areas have 
revived the hopes of the farm 
implement m akers and the host 
of other b usinessmen who value 
farm ers as customers. 
So, a slight recession in some 
m anufacturing industries doesn’t 
worry those who take an over-all 
view. 
But what to do ab out creeping 
inflation is something else. And 
the deb ate goes on as to its 
causes and as to w'hether just 
keeping money tight and credit 
hard to find is a strong enough 
weapon to halt it.
